Photos by Dan Duffy 
Area dam progress 
report due tomorrow 


Monagan trying 


for tax 


revision plan 


SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) 
— Assembly 
Speaker 
Robert T. 
Monagan pledged 
today to keep trying to pass Gov. Ron­ 
ald Reagan’s $100 million tax revision 
plan until the final gavel is dropped on 
this legislative session. 
Monagan told newsmen he was hope­ 
ful Reagan’s 
plan could clear the As­ 
sembly 
Thursday and go to the Senate 
for consideration. 
“ It is our intention 
to take another 
run at passing the bill,” said Monagan. 
“ I’m 
so concerned about tax reform 
we’re not going to give up on it until tlie 
gavel is dropped sine die on this ses­ 
sion.” 
But Reagan 
said Tuesday 
he still 
is firmly opposed to any compromise with 
Democrats which would use the tax pack­ 
age 
to 
increase 
school aid. Demo­ 
crats 
have refused to vote on the tax 
program 
until 
substantial school aid 
is provided. 
However, 
the governor left the door 
open 
for a tax increase next year if 
it becomes necessary as a means “ for 
me to meet a school c risis.” 
“ If we establish how much is needed 
in a tax 
increase, 
then I think you’d 
have to face up to the need to ask the peo­ 
ple 
for an additional tax for that pur­ 
pose,” Reagan said at his weekly news 
conference. 
He 
reiterated 
his 
demand that a 
tax 
increase 
not 
be included in his 
tax revision plan. 
Assembly 
Republicans 
determined 
that the first half of Reagan’s plan, re­ 
jected twice by house Democrats, could 
be revived for a third attempt at pas­ 
sage by 
amending its provisions into 
a bill still before the house. 
The rejected m easure provided most 
of the tax 
increase provisions of the 
plan and the second measure granted the 
tax relief.

His rare statement was broadcast in 
full by Peking Radio as “ an important 
statem ent.”

came in 1965 when American 
troops were sent to the Dominican Re­ 
public.

to do something in this job,” 
says the former actor, who in 
1968 made an unsuccessful bid 
for the Republican presidential 
nomination. 
The governor responded a* 
his 
weekly news conference 
Tuesday to a question abou 
a nationally syndicated, liberal- 
oriented column. It contended 
the "Reagan battle plan” is to 
"keep the pressure on Pres­ 
ident Nixon from the right in 
the hope disaster in Vietnam 
and increasing 
violence 
at 
home will cause the Republican 
National Convention in 1972 to 
’dump’ the President and turn 
to Reagan." 
"My first inclination,” Rea­ 
gan 
told 
newsmen, 
"is 
to 
comment in such a way that it 
would be unprintable. Actually, 
this is the most ridiculous 
column I’ve ever read.” 
Reagan insisted, "I have no 
intention of running for another 
office. I intend, if the voters 
decide, to be here for the next 
four years." 
The column was written by 
Frank 
Mankiewicz and Tom 
Braden. 
"I don’t even know those two 
characters," Reagan said. "I 
wonder how they pretend to 
know so much." 
Mankiewicz is a form er press 
secretary 
of the 
late 
Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy. Braden, 
form er publisher of the Oceaiv 
side Blade-Tribune, was pres­ 
ident of the state Board of 
Education under Gov.

$160,000 estimated overtime 


for Isla Vista disturbances 


Unofficial estimates of over­ 
time being paid to sheriffs of­ 
ficers as a result of the Isla 
Vista disturbances in the past 
several months reach a total 
of more than $160,000. 
Records at the office of Audi­ 
tor - Controller A. T. Eaves 
Jr., 
show that $83,500 was 
paid out in overtime to depu­ 
ties and superiors —excluding 
Sheriff James 
Webster and 
Undersheriff 
Richard King - 
in the first series of riots. 
It is estimated that the latest 
tours of extra duty at Isla Vis­ 
ta during a five-day period in 
late April will produce approx­ 
imately as much, if not more, 
in the way of overtime. 
County supervisors on Mon­ 
day approved once again time 
and a half overtime pay for 
lieutenants, captains and in­ 
spectors for the April duty. 
This was in addition to time 
and a half extra pay for depu­ 
ties on overtime. 


Some officers are coming 
away with overtime checks 
reaching $1,000 
and $1,100. 
auditor’s office records show­ 
ed. 
Supervisors, 
while seem­ 
ingly reluctant to grant the 
time and a half overtime pay 
to those in the higher echelons, 
went along when it was point­ 
ed out they had done so earlier 
in the year. But from now on, 
they said, they will clamp down 
on such payments for emer­ 
gency work other than state dis­ 
aster situations. 
The emergency overtime pay 
door was pried open over a 
year ago when county workers 
got extra pay for added duties 
during the flood emergencies. 
Earlier, the supervisors had

Board backs highway funds bill 


The Beard of Supervisors 
went on record Monday as back­ 
ing proposed changes in a Sen­ 
ate bill to give southern Cali­ 
fornia counties 
a 60 per cent 
share of state highway funds 
and maintain the present ratio 
of Santa Barbara and San Luis 
Obispo 
counties in fund allo­ 
cations. 
State Sen. Robert Lagomar- 
sino 
is asked to support the 
proposed 
new 
version of the 
revised Breed Formula when 
it reaches the Senate floor. 
In another stand, the super­ 
visors 
went along with the 
County Farm Bureau in adopt­ 
ing a resolution opposing Pro­ 
position 8 on the Primary Elec­ 
tion ballot. Supervisor Dan­ 
iel G. Grant, chairman of the 
California Supervisors Assn. 
tax committee, agreed with the 
farm bureau that the proposed 


constitutional 
measure didn’t 
live up to what its proponents 
claimed. It would call for state 
payments of 
50 per cent of 
school costs with county pro- 
perty taxes providing the oth­ 
er 
50 per cent, and change 
the welfare payment formula. 
Supervisors were told it would 
raise state taxes without low­ 
ering county taxes. The Coun­ 
ty Tax-Action Committee also 
opposed it. 
The state 
supervisors as­ 
sociation 
earlier 
had 
sup­ 
ported the measure. But Grant 
said closer analysis shows it 
would not be helpful. Under the 
new proposal the Santa Maria 
Elementary School District, for 
instance, 
would be penalized, 
he said, 
as it now 
receives 
$1,652,000 
in state aid and 
$877,000 
in county property 
taxes. 


In a request to the Board of 
Supervisors this week Scenic 
Shoreline 
Preservation 
Con­ 
ference urged the scheduling of 
a series of General Plan hear­ 
ings on the El Capitan Ranch 
subdivision proposal. 
“ There is every indication 
that 
approval 
of the El Capi­ 
tan development, in the heart 
of the county’s 
agricultural 
district, 
would often the flood­ 
gate for urbanization of all the 
coastal rural area of the coun­ 
ty,' Scenic Shoreline assert­ 
ed in a statement to the super­ 
visors. 
Only at comprehensive Gen­ 
eral 
Plan hearings would the 
taxpayers gain the adequate in­ 
formation necessary to weigh 
the impact 
of the subdivision 
proposal on all the relevant ele­ 
ments of the General Plan. 
Scenic Shoreline said a num­ 
ber 
of civic groups have op­ 
posed the construction by Jules 
Berman of 1535 dwelling units 
and 
commercial accommoda­ 
tions on his 3,638 acre hold­ 
ing adjacent to El Capitan State 
Beach. 
“ But the public generally has 
not been involved sufficiently in 
the decision process on one of 
the most significant land use 
issues in county history,” Scen­ 
ic Shoreline continued. 
According to its attorneys, 
the environmental gToup said, 
once a subdivision of this type 
is permitted in the rural coun­ 
ty 
a legally binding precedent 
is estabished for further ur­ 
ban development in other coun­ 
ty agricultural areas. 
The pastoral 
coastal 
zone 
of Santa 
Barbara could be­ 
come 
a “ stringer 
develop­ 
ment” like the solid cities along 
Orange and Los Angeles coun­ 
ties, 
the 
environmentalists 
warned. 
“ Agricultural 
production, 
which now provides the pre^ 
dominate county income, would 
slip to a subordinate position 
as a consequence of an El Cap­ 
itan precedent,” Scenic Shore­ 
line believes. 
“ Ignoring the General Plan, 
as the County Planning Com­ 
mission did in its El Capi­ 
tan decision, at this critical 


juncture tends to make a worth­ 
less document out of a $ 150,- 
000 taxpayer 
investment that 
should serve as the guide and 
vehicle 
for planning change in 
the county.” 
Recently 
the County Plan­ 
ning Commission approved the 
El Capitan Ranch proposal by 
rezoning the “ U” agricultural 
classification 
indicated in the 
General Plan to a planned res­ 
idential zone allowing commer­

The Board erf Supervisors at 
its regular May 25 meeting, aft­ 
er a hearing on the subject, will 
decide whether to deny or ap­ 
prove the El Capitan project.

Sheriff officers 
to get 


overtime pay 


Sheriff’s 
Department lieu­ 
tenants, 
captains and inspec­ 
tors won approval Monday from 
the Board of Supervisors to be 
granted overtime pay at time 
and a half for their extra serv­ 
ices during the Isla Vista dis­ 
orders April 16-21. 
Sheriff James 
Webster had 
earlier asked the board 
to

the overtime for these 
classifications on a straight 
time hourly basis only. 


But department officers came 
back Monday and said this was 
“a mistake,” and they wanted 
time and 
a half pay. 
Their 
claim 
was that they were be­ 
ing 
paid 
less in many in­ 
stances than 
sheriffs 
depu­ 
ties during riot 
day, 
as the 
deputies have won extra pay for 
emergency 
work at time and 
a half for overtime. 


Supervisors emphasized that 
such 
payments could be made 
under emergency 
proclama­ 
tions only. 
Officers up to sergeants had 
won the previous overtime pay 
for emergencies. 
Some board 
members ap­ 
peared to contest the claims of 
the lieutenants, 
captains and 
inspectors for a time.

Opposition to two legislative 
measures affecting county law 
enforcement and fire depart­ 
ment employees and felt to be 
“dangerous” by Personnel Di- 
rector Wilbur Wagstaff was ex­ 
pressed Monday by the Board of 
Supervisors. 


Wagstaff told the board that 
the two measure SB-1293 and 
SB 1294 
would set up a “new 
Meyers - Milias - Brown Act” 
for the two groups of employees. 
The personnel director said 
the bills 
include 
provisions 
for “final and binding 
arbi­ 
tration 
in impasse situations 
which 
completely 
eliminates 
the final authority 
of the leg­ 
islative body 
in one of its 
most 
important 
functions.” 


Such 
measures, if enacted, 
would probably encourage oth­ 
er specialized groups of em­ 
ployees 
to ask for legislation 
specifically 
governing them, 
Wagstaff added. 
The 
measures 
are 
being 
heard before the Senate In­ 
dustrial Relations Committee.

D EA R P O L L Y —When making a garment for m y­ 
self, I always have trouble getting it to fit across the 
back.

A 
ready-made, size 14 dress usually fits quite well but 
a size 14 pattern fits too tightly. Would widening the 
pattern on each side across the shoulders the length 
of the back be the place to make the proper adjust­

D EA R P O L L Y —I am answering A. Y., whose white, up­ 
right freezer stands out like a sore thumb in her kitchen 
where other appliances have a coppertone finish. If it is 
built-in, the door can be removed and painted to match 
the other things at an automobile body and paint shop. 
This would cost only about half as much as having the 
entire freezer done, if that isn’t necessary. We left our 
frozen food at a local ice plant while the job was being 
done. I have also seen prettv, adhesive-backed, plasticized 
paper used successfully for a less costlv but less permanent 
job.—M RS. R. L. Z. 


D E A R PO LLY and A. Y .—The white freezer can be 
painted to match the coppertone appliances in the kitchen. 
Be sure to sand the finish before painting. We had a man 
who mixes car paint mix samples in several shades for 
us and tried them on the back of the freezer to see which 
was the best match for the other appliances. We used a 
combination of brown, white and pink, which was sprayed 
on, but it could doubtlessly 
be carefully brushed on.—

What's new 


in sex 


revealed 


SAN 
FRANCISCO 
(UPI)- 
The American Psychiatric As­ 
sociation convention was told 
today what’s new about sex. 
Some reports: 
—Among 280 Roman Catholic 
priests and nuns with mental 
problems, roughly half of both 
sexes engaged in 
activities 
incompatible with their vows of 
celibacy. 
-Interviews with 13 male 
transsexuals who were changed 
into women by surgeons showed 
they were glad they had the 
operation. 
—Male college students, ex­ 
posed to pornography daily for 
three weeks, rapidly became 
bored and lost interest-but not 
all interest. The experience 
caused no other notable change. 
—An Australian psychiatrist 
told of some success in treating 
homosexuals by “ aversive ther­ 
apy” —the use of electric shocks 
and nauseating drugs while the 
subjects look at provocative 
photos. 
—And the movement against 
sex education in schools has 
achieved great success in the 
past two years. 
The study of the priests and 
nuns 
was presented by Dr. 
Robert J. MCAllister, Nevada 
state administrator of mental 
hygiene, who said doubts have 
arisen in the modern 
world 
about the suitability—and even 
possibility—of celibacy. 
Based 
on records of 150 
mentally disturbed priests and 
130 nuns, he said about halfhad 
engaged in heterosexual inter­ 
course, homosexuality or chro­ 
nic masturbation. 
McAllister personally believes 
celibacy 
can 
have positive 
effects in the lives of many who 
take the vow, but stressed it 
also is an important factor in 
mental illness. 
The pornography experiment 
was 
carried 
out 
at 
the 
University of North Carolina 
where Dr. Clifford Reifler said 
28 students were shown “ a 
smorgasbord of pornographic 
material” 90 minutes daily. 
According to 
physiological 
and other tests, the more the 
students saw, the less they 
reacted. 
“ There 
were 
no 
behavioral changes in life style, 
mood or sexual activity as a 
result of the repeated expo­ 
sure,” Reifler said. 
Dr. Dietrich Blumer of Johns 
Hopkins Medical School said 
the 
transsexuals 
with sex- 
change operations three years 
ago now say they “ would do it 
again.” 
Of the 13 patients, 6 are 
married but Blumer questioned 
the chance of enduring marital 
success. “ Orgasm is reported 
in eight patients, but it is 
described as more emotional 
than physical.” 
The “ aversive therapy” of 
homosexuals was performed by 
Dr. Nathaniel McConaghy of 
the University of New South 
Wales. He said the results were 
about 
the 
same 
for 
both 
methods, the nauseous drug and 
electric shocks. 
A year after the therapy, 
about one-quarter had ended 
homosexual activity and anoth­ 
er 
quarter 
had 
begun 
or 
increased heterosexual activity. 
A San Francisco psychiatrist, 
Dr. Alfred Auerbach, reported 
i two-year campaign by groups 
opposed to family life and sex 
íducation in the schools “ has 
Jeen singularly successful.” 
Auerbach, 
who 
sees 
the 
lampaign 
as part of broad 
ittack by “ the right-wing”-on 
iemocratic institutions, said, 
‘In nearly every state legisla- 
ion has been introduced to 
mrtail or eliminate sex educa- 
ion programs and in many 
:ases such laws have been 
>assed.”

Hot congressional primary races for 38 seats 
Sa CRa MENTO

race involving a former John 
Birch 
Society 
publicist,

Stanford football All-American 
and the successor to Richard 
Nixon

Representatives highlights the 
primary battles for California’s 
38 congressional seats. 
The diverse trio leads the 
field 
of 
eight 
Republicans 
seeking the seat of the late 
Glenard P. Lipscomb of Clare­ 
mont. 
They are John H. Rousselot 
of San Marino, a former Birch 
public relations employe, Pa­ 
trick J. Hillings of Arcadia, 
who succeeded Nixon when he 
was elected to the Senate in 
1950, and Bill McColl of Covina, 
who played professional football 
for the Chicago Bears after 
graduating from Stanford in 
1951, Rousselot is also a former 
congressman. 
Waiting to oppose the GOP 
nominee in the general election 
will be Myrlie B. Evers, widow 
of slain civil rights leader 
Medgar 
Evers. She has no 
opposition in the Democratic 
primary. 
However, Lipscomb’s death 
required a special election to be 
called simultaneously with the 
primary, which means Clare­ 
mont voters sill be asked to 
ballot twice in the same day. 
If no one wins a majority in 
the special election, a runoff 
will be held within a month 
between the top vote-getter in 
each party. The winner of the 
runoff will serve as congress­ 
man until January or for the 
next two years if he also wins 
the November general election. 
The district has traditionally 
voted Republican. 
An 
identical situation is 
shaping up for the seat of the

George Danielson, 
D -L os Angeles, and Richard M. 
Calderon, Monterey Park, are 
frontrunners for the Democr.t- 
tic 
nomination for 
Brown’s 
seat. 
There are 
two other 
Democrats in the race and four 
Republicans seeking their par­ 
ty’s nomination. 


Danielson, 
who 
has 
also 
served in the Assembly, mid­ 
way through a four-year Senate 
term, has nothing to lose by 
running. 
However, his victory could 


force a special election to fill 
his seat in the upper house

Republican Alphonzo 
Bell, 
who ran third in last year’s Los

It’s Still 


The Dirtiest 


Job in Town 


(First of a Series.)

M O N T C L A I R , N.J. — 
(N E A •—It’s 6:30 a.m. Cool. 
Windy. And just as he has 
been almost every day for 
the past 22 y e a r s , Scott 
Stroud is again behind the 
wheel of his truck, doing the 
dirtiest job in town. 
H e’s a garbage man. 
Oh, th at’s not his official 
title. H e’s actually a “ sanita­ 
tion chauffeur” whose list of 
city responsibilities includes 
“ refuse disposal.” 
Honest. 
Yet garbage by any other 
nam e still 
stinks. 
A nd 
so 
Scott Stroud, 49 years old, 
graying, 
but 
very 
sturdy] 
never tries to impress any­ 
one. 
“ I collect garbage, pure 
and sim ple,” he says. “ Egg­ 
shells, cantaloupe rinds—it’s 
just plain garbage to me. 
But I suppose it don’t make 
no n e v e r m i n d what it’s 
called. Slop, trash—anythin’ 
folks here don’t want or ca n ’t 
eat has got to be loaded up 
and hauled away. It’d be hell 
if it just stood around gath­ 
erin ’. So I sees to it that it 
don’t.” 
S t r o u d sees to it eight 
h o u r s a day, six days a 
week, in fair weather or foul, 
while small boys call out re ­ 
m arks as his truck passes, 
and while f r u m p y house­ 
wives in bedroom slippers 
ask him not to make so 
much noise. 
It’s a lousy, lousy job. 
It would be nice to say 
otherwise. Garbage collect­ 
ing is so vital and important 
to the nation’s health and 
well-being that it would be 
nice to report there are hid­ 
den benefits to the job But 
there a re n ’t. It’s arduous, 
it’s grimy, it’s unrewarding. 
It frankly is the bottom of 
the employment heap. 
For 
these 
reasons, 
and 
others, most cities around 
the country are finding it in­ 
creasingly difficult to recruit 
new 
garbage 
men. 
Mont­ 
clair. for example, is cu r­ 
rently short 10 men and in 
desperation has reduced its 
job qualifications to practi­ 
cally zero. 
“ We still r e f u s e rapists 
and m u rd erers.” says the 
public works director, "but 
we take just about anybody 
else.” 
As it happens, “just about 
a n y b o d y else” u s u a l l y 
m eans poor, luckless or ex- 
convict laborers. In this part 
of the nation, anyway 
An 
estim ated nine out of 10 g a r­ 
bage men in the East are 
black, a good n u m b e r of 
them with records of unem ­ 
ployment, 
shifting employ­ 
ment or legal entanglements. 
On the other hand, many 
garbage men, black or white, 
in any p art of the nation, 
have fine records—both past 
and present. And nobody in 
America works any harder 
at any more necessary job 
Scott Stroud is a good ex­ 
ample. 
H e’s black. World War II 
v e t e r a n . M arried. Seven 
kids. He takes his responsi­ 
bilities, 
including 
his job, 
serious to the point of solem 
n i t y . 
“ He 
d o e s n ’t 
kid 
around,” his colleagues say. 
“ He just works like hell.” 


Working now, early in the 


m o r n i n g , Scott Stroud is 
d r e s s e d in the old knit 
sweater he once found in a 
trash can (“ A n y t h i n g we 
find 
we can 
keep” ». 
He 
started out on this job in 
1948. lifting up cans at $35 a 
week. H e’s a senior m an to­ 
day. and he doesn’t do as 
much lifting: he has been 
promoted to full-time truck 
driver (“c h a u f f e u r ” ) at 
"about $128 a week take- 
home m oney.” 


Up Wachtung Avenue, over 
to Main Street, then through 
the residential area. Stroud’s 
h a n d s tear at the truck 
w h e e l and his feet beat 
a g a i n s t the loot pedals. 
There is sweat on the backs 
ol his knuckles. A smudge on 
his forehead. 
Get that cardboard behind 
that shrub . . . be careful 
with that broken glass . . . 
pick up what you drop, pick 
up what you drop . . . watch 
for that hole in the sidewalk 
hold it, let me help you 
lift that refrigerator. 
Stop. Go. Stop. Go. Into 
the truck. Out of the truck. A 
h u n d r e d times an hour. 
Fifty-pound cans. And old 
orange juice running down

things about this job. Like 
the cold in the winter; you 
can t pry orange peelin’s out 
of ice.

Players Breather 


By T O M SEAVER 
NEW YORK—(NEA)—During the off-season, one of the 
questions that popped up often concerned platooning. In 
view of the Mets’ success with platooning players, people 
asked, why do so many other teams in baseball still use 
the same eight players, every day? 
It was a good question, considering that the Mets did 
more platooning last year than any other team in the 
National League. 
To start with, I think the practice of platooning goes a 
bit deeper than just the abilities of the players involved. 
One of the big reasons platooning becomes necessary is 
because of the schedule—I don’t feel there are too manv 
players in the game today who can play every day over 
an exhausting 162-game season and not get tired. 
That was, I feel, one of the problems with the Cubs last 
year. They were tired. Leo Durocher isn’t one for platoon- 
mg much and if you saw the Cubs at the end of last season 
you could just tell they were dragging. Don Kessinger, for 
one, looked simply exhausted. 
The way baseball is set up today, with teams scattered 
3,000 miles apart, makes it more difficult for a player to 
play every day. Twenty years ago, for example—in 1949—

you didn’t have teams in Los Angeles and San Francisco 
and a team didn’t have to endure those long road trips 
which wear every player down. 
We had a road trip last year that was so typical of what 
I’m taking about. We flew from New York to Los Angeles 
—3,000 miles—then from Los Angeles to Houston—another 
1,500 miles—then to San Francisco—another 1,500 miles— 
and finally back to New York—3,000 miles more. The whole 
trip covered 9,000 miles in a week and a half. 
Now a lot of players can be in the lineup every day, but 
the major problem is maintaining their consistency. I 
know that Gil Hodges feels that, in order for a player to 
be consistent, he has to have a rest once in awhile. And 
nobody can really argue with his thinking, considering the 
success we had with platooning last year. 
Last season, Gil platooned regularly at five positions—at 
first base with Ed Kranepool and Donn Clendenon, at sec­ 
ond base with A1 Weis and Ken Boswell, at third base with 
Ed Charles and Wayne Garrett, in right field with Art 
Shamsky and Ron Swoboda, and behind the plate with 
Jerry Grote and J. C. Martin. The only players who went 
every day were Cleon Jones in left, Tommie Agee in center, 
and Bud Harrelson at shortstop. 
Prom a pitching standpoint, the problem of facing a pla­ 
tooned lineup isn’t as complex as most people think. Of 
course, it is more difficult for a right-handed pitcher to 
face a lineup dominated by left-handed hitters, but the 
great equalizer is the screwball. 


Warren Spahn proved that a long time ago. He was a left­ 
hander, of course, but his screwball broke away from right- 
handed hitters and, when his screwball was working, right- 
handed hitters didn’t give him any more of a problem that 
left-handed hitters did. Tug McGraw of the Mets, for 
another, has a good screwball and pitches well to left- 
handed hitters. 


If there are any drawbacks to platooning, I would think 
they involve the player and his individual ego. Every 
player in the major leagues wants to be out there every 
day and, let’s face it—a player who is being platooned just 
doesn’t get the recognition an everyday player gets. But 
that also brings up the question of just who is a player 
playing for-him self, or his team? 


I’m sure Art Shamsky, for example, would like to be 
playing every day, but Art is like all the platooned players 
on the Mets—he does what is best for the team and if he 
is going to be platooned, he accepts the fact and gives his 
best whenever he is out there. 


I remember a discussion I had last year with Jeff Tor- 
berg, the catcher for the Dodgers. He said he didn’t par­ 
ticularly want to leave Los Angeles, but he’d sure like to 
be playing every day. He said if there was one problem 
with being a platooned player, it was that it was easy to 
become discontented while sitting on the bench. 
To be perfectly honest, I think there is only one player 
in the entire National League who is capable of playing 
every day and remaining effective as both a hitter and a 
fielder. 
Who else can it be but Pete Rose?

SHAVING STROKES

7-Sw ing a Big Rock 


We were talking about the 
importance of good tempo 
to a golf swing. Tempo is 
crucial to every stage of ev­ 
ery type swing. 
However, if there is one 
place where most golfers go 
wrong in their swing tempo, 
it is right at the outset, on 
the takeaway. The first 18 
inches or two feet your club- 
head moves can be the most 
critical of all. 
A slow takeaway is highly 
desirable. You can overdo 
this, but I have always be­ 
lieved that you can try to 
take the club back as slowly 
as possible and not go far 
wrong. You might think you 
are taking it away too slow­ 
ly, but when you get under a 
little pressure you’ll actually 
be moving the club much 
faster than you think. 
I have my own pet mental 
image which helps me slow 
down my takeaway. I like to 
feel as though the club is a 
rope, attached to the other 
end is a big, heavy rock. The 
object is to start the rock 
swinging. 
Now, you wouldn’t jerk 
the rock to start it swinging

You’d drag it along the 
ground, slowly at first, until 
you got it airborne. 
That’s 
how

start a golf swing. Start the 
clubhead away from the ball 
.'•owly and keep it low to the 
ground.

Chicken Near Top 
As Table Staple

open 
s ea s o n 
for 
broiler chickens is now at 
hand. No, we don’t shoot 
them. We barbecue them, 
fry them for picnics, roast 
them and slice for sand­ 
wiches. We also buy more 
and more of them cooked 
and ready to eat at “ carry­ 
out” places. 
June, July and August are 
the months when prices start 
to go up. But this year the 
rise started in May. Produc­ 
tion is enormous, around 13 
per cent more than a year 
ago. 
Despite the i n c r ea s e in 
numbers, prices may stay as 
high as a year ago, when 
production was less. Pro­ 
ducers call a t t en t i o n to 
higher costs for labor, feed 
and equipment. Any possible 
lowering of prices, despite 
increased production, will be 
in pennies only, many ex­ 
perts predict. 
“ Today, the chicken con­ 
s u m p t i o n in the United 
States is around 39 pounds 
per capita. After beef, it is 
the most popular meat. I 
predict that in a very few 
years people will be eating 
as much chicken as they now 
eat hamburgers,” says'L. A. 
Wilhelm, president of the 
Poultry and Egg National 
Board. Dr. Wilhelm is a rec­ 
ognized 
authority 
on 
the 
poultry industry. He was ed­ 
ucated at Kansas State and 
Purdue Universities. 
The growth of the ‘carry­ 
out’ trade in cooked chickens 
is spectacular. Esti mates 
are that from 25 to 30 per 
cent of chickens eaten will 
be bought already cooked. 
People just don’t' want to 
spend time cooking them at 
home. Seems like we have 
all gone 
c o n v en i en c e- 
minded.’ So b u s i n es s at 
carry-out stands and conces­ 
sions is humming,” he ex­ 
plains, adding: 
“ Yes, they cost more than 
raw broilers at your market. 
But c o n s u m er s have the 
money and are willing to pay 
the difference for conven­ 
ience. Maybe the ‘carry-outs’ 
are not quite as delicious as 
home-fried c h i c k en s . But 
people don’t seem to care. 
They just don’t want to be 
bothered cooking them.” 
The franchise people use 
c h i c k en s of a r o u n d 2Vfe 
pounds. Poultry g r o w er s 
who cater to this trade often 
segregate the males from 
the females to assure getting 
batches of 2*^-pound chick­ 
ens for them. The males ma­ 
ture earlier than the fe-

males, about 10 days apart. 
Therefore, they can sell en­ 
tire batches of males, all the 
same size, at one time and a 
batch of females 10 days 
later. 
“ You will probably have 
trouble finding a 2*6-pound 
broiler in your market, be­ 
cause most of them have 
been sold to the franchise 
people. You can get smaller 
ones, around a pound and a 
half, or larger ones, around 
three pounds. But the ‘carry­ 
out’ people dominate the 2*£- 
pound market. Each year, 
they take more and more of 
them to satisfy the growing 
demand for cooked chicken,” 
Wilhelm says. 
Chicken meat is high in 
protein and lower in fat than 
any other meat. It contains 
less cholesterol than beef, 
pork or lamb, which facts 
explain its popularity. 
“ Avian leukosis is a com­ 
mon disease of c h i c k en s 
which can result in tumors 
in various parts of the bird. 
According to the s u r g eo n 
general (in February of this 
year), all evidence points to 
no proof that the transmis­ 
sion of cancer from chickens 
to man does occur,” Wilhelm 
stresses. 
Out of 225 million broilers 
inspected every month by 
the U.S. Department of Agri­ 
culture, about 2 million a 
month are rejected because 
of leukosis. If any evidence 
of leukosis appears, then the 
entire carcass is condemned. 
“ These facts should allay 
any fears about cancer,” he 
adds.

Trade Car Every 2 Years 
For Economy, Study Shows

Do you swoon at the smell 
of your new car as you drop 
into the driver’s seat? Is 
your heart gladdened by the 
sight of new iron resting in 
your drive? 
Then take cheer. A new 
study by the Federal High­ 
way Administration seems 
to prove that it costs no 
more to drive a new car 
than one that's elderly. In 
lact, the study suggests a 
two-year trade-in point even 
for those who are economy- 
minded. 


Such a theory flies in the 
lace of a lot of folklore. In 
the past, many drivers have 
felt that two-year trading 
was akin to throwing out 
serviceable clothing simply 
to be able to dress in the 
latest style. 
Many a young husband, 
hungry for the look and feel 
of a new machine, virtuously 
drove his old heap into the 
ground under the impression 
that he was saving money. 


What happened to shoot 
this theory full of holes is 
fairly o b v i o u s when you 
study the Highway Adminis­ 
tration’s chart. It covers all 
costs of buying and operat­ 
ing a medium-priced sedan 
over a 10-year period. The 
chart shows that, after the 
second year, some costs rise 
about as fast as others drop, 
thus preventing the over-all 
cost from declining signifi­ 
cantly in later years. 


For example, 
everybody 
knows that a major cost of 
auto ownership is deprecia­ 
tion, and that it is highest 
in the early years of a car’s 
life. On the example used in 
this study, a $3,200 sedan 
lost nearly $1,000 worth of its 
trade-in 
value during 
the 
first year of its life, 
By the end o f Its second 
year, the car was worth 
roughly $1,600. 
At that point, depreciation 
slows remarkably, thus pen­ 
alizing only slightly the man 


£ \C \ 
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who keeps it an extra year. 
But while 
depreciation 
is 
falling off, the cost of repairs 
and maintenance is increas­ 
ing The result, if the federal 
study is correct, is a rela­ 
tively unchanging cost per 
mile as the car ages. 
In fact, after the second 
year, the cost per mile does 
not 
vary 
more than 
two 
cents over the next eight 
years of a car’s life. 


Before you readjust your 
car-buying habits to conform 
to the study results, you 
ought to consider the amount 
of driving you do. The gov­ 
ernment’s survey covered a 
car driven 100.000 miles over 
a 10-year span. 
If your own driving differs 
substantially from this ex­ 
ample. then your replace­ 
ment s c h ed u l e may also 
have to be varied to compen­ 
sate for this distortion. 


If you’ve been cheered by 
the news that 24-month turn­ 
over in the family car seems 
now to be a sensible arrange­ 
ment, a second study finding 
may dim your smile. The 
cost per mile computed from 
the study is nearly two cents 
higher now than it was in a 
similar study made only two 
years ago. 
To put it bluntly, it now 
costs just a shade less than 
12 cents per mile to operate 
the typical family car.

Packard then checked out 
the Main Battle Tank devel­ 
opment program, in which 
costs have been outrunning 
estim ates by staggering per­ 
centages. His aides estim ate 
the scaled-back tanks will 
now cost $200,000 less each. 
They claim the cutback will 
make the vehicles more re ­ 
liable and simpler to operate 
and maintain. 


The Defense Department 
offic ial also has ordered the 
A i r F o r c e to put a less 
sophisticated control system 
in the F-15 f i g h t e r plane. 
And he has called for a slow- 
down in the Minuteman III 
program, part of the Inter­ 
continental Ballistics Missile 
planning, to allow more time 
lor development and testing. 


The shocking fact about 
military spending is that in 
almost e v e r y multibillion- 
dollar c o n t r a c t for a new 
weapon the Pentagon does 
not know what it is buying, 
quency, sometimes in the 
m i d d l e of military opera­ 
tions. 


The problem is not new. 
The Navy in the early days 
ol World War II was plagued 
with torpedoes that would 
not fire or stay on course 
(once, a torpedo in its cir­ 
cling threatened to sink the 
ship which fired it). Light 
and nimble Japanese Zeroes 
r e g u l a r l y outmaneuvered 
some complicated and heavy 
Army Air Corps planes, but 
it's a tribute to the skill of 
American p i l o t s that they 
showed up so well. 


In trying to wade through 
this crisis of technology and 
spending. P a c k a r d isn’t a 
pioneer. And Pentagon crit­ 
ics predict he will fall flat 
on his face, as his predeces­ 
sors have done. Robert Mc­ 
Namara. for all his reputed 
toughness, was never able 
to control costs in the m ajor 
programs. 
But Packard, off his initial 
t h r u s t s , is much tougher 
than McNamara. The appar- 
how much it will cost or 
whether it will work.

Complicating the produc­ 
tion problems, and balloon­ 
ing the costs, are frequent 
changes during the course of 
m anufacturing which cater 
to someone’s second thoughts 
on what the weapon should 
do, or to incorporate new 
gadgetry c r e a t e d after a 
particular weapons system 
was ordered. These in turn 
often result in m ajor design 
changes and slowdowns. 


In the snowballing process, 
the weapon ends up with so 
much advanced gadgetry it 
becomes too expensive for 
its designated use. and eco­ 
nomically unfeasible to ope­ 
rate or maintain. The highly 
complex end product breaks 
down with em barrassing fre- 
ent ease with which he has 
yanked costly advanced de­ 
vices from tanks, missiles 
and planes is startling be­ 
cause it seem s to contradict 
a basic American military 
doctrine that men with ex­ 
cellent but second-best weap­ 
ons come in last. (In the 
Battle of Britain, outnum­ 
bered British pilots crushed 
the invading G e r m a n air 
force because the Germ an 
planes, h o w e v e r well de­ 
signed, were not quite as 
good as the British craft.) 
But P a c k a r d has three 
things going for him: 
He has guts. 


He has a boss who backs 
him. 


He has $300 million which 
he m ade h i m s e l f f r o m 
scratch in the a d v a n c e d 
electronics business. 
Few men in the Pentagon 
can stand up, psychologically 
to that kind of convincing 
argument.

which don't do job, expert says

auto pollution control devices

don’t do the job for 
which they were purchased. 
S. Smith Griswold, former air 
control officer of Los Angeles 
County now a smog consultant 
in Washington, told the Ameri­ 
can 
Society 
of 
Newspaper 
Editors Wednesday the automo­ 
bile industry has been irrespon­ 
sible in the battle against air 
pollution. 
He 
accused it of stalling 
sm og fighting efforts, paying 
only “ lip service’’ to controls, 
providing 
inadequate 
equip­ 
ment, and trying to transfer 
financial responsibility for inef­ 
fective performance to the car 
buyer. 
“ The fact that the American 
people have spent nearly $1 
billion 
to 
date 
on 
exhaust 
control devices which are not 
providing the benefits for which 
they were purchased is repre­ 
hensible and a reflection on 
both industry and government,” 
Griswold said. 
He said the industry engaged 
in “ dilatory and diversionary 
tactics” 
for years to avoid 
public 
recognition 
it 
was 
responsible for most smog. 
Now, he said, it provides 
inadequate 
controls 
which 
quickly deteriorate and blames 
price increases on improved 
safety 
equipment 
and 
smog 
control devices. 
Griswold said the industry 
listed smog control as one of 
the reasons for price hikes on 
1969 models even though the 
federal standards were identi­ 
cal with those for 1968 cars. 
“ Hopefully, each successive 
year’s 
increase 
in 
prices 
attributed to air pollution is not 
cumulative!” he said. 
“ The industry must not be 
allowed to transfer the financial 
responsibility 
for 
continued 
effective performance to indivi­ 
dual 
auto 
owners 
who 
are 
dependent on too few qualified 
service m echanics,” Griswold 
added. 
The auto industry represen ts 
tive on the panel told editors a

victory has been

But later in his rem arks, the

grounds they aren't technically 
feasible and would cost too 
much. 
He said the difference be­

Hough tells us the classic style of the period: 
He drinks, not sitting down, but standing gloriously at 
the bar. facing half tow ard the door, poised for the leap 
into the Unknown, on and ever on. to greater and even 
greater things. That is the A m erican way and it is m ine.” 
Then, alas, the great spirts fell on dark days. Alcoholics 
Anonymous cam e along, pointing up cirrhosis of the liver 
and hardening of the arteries, and eventually it becam e 
rather an ugly thing for a m an to walk around with a red 
nose.

For the past year the state of California has been unable to 
sell $1.3 billion worth of general obligation bonds previously 
approved by the voters because the current market requires 
an interest rate higher than the present five per cent ceiling. 


On June 
2, voters will decide Proposition 7, a constitu­ 
tional 
amendment which would remove that ceiling and ratify 
a statute already 
passed 
by the Legislature setting a new 
ceiling of seven per cent. In the future, that limit could be 
exceeded only on a two-thirds 
vote of the Legislature. 
The crux 
of the issue can be summed up in a single ques­ 
tion voters must answer. 
Should vital state programs be 
halted, and 
taxes 
forced 
upwards, by failure to approve 
higher bond interest rates? 
We think not. 
Serious State projects are affected by the present ceiling

of five per cent. Particularly hard hit is the State Water 
project. 
If the water project is not completed, California tax­ 
payers will be paying off a $1 billion debt for bonds already 
sold and spent. 
If the project is finished, users will retire 
the debt through water bills. 
Governor 
Reagan has stated 
that if 
Proposition 
7 
fails, he would be inclined to raise 
the sales tax one or two cents to complete the mammoth wat­ 
er program. 
Other projects are stalled, also. Bonds presently are un­ 
saleable for school building aid, 
$266 million; parks and 
beaches, 
$75 
million; higher education construction, $75 
million; junior college construction, $50 million. 
There is only one alternative to the passage of Proposition 
7 and 
that is 
higher taxes when, at this time, the hue and 
cry is for tax relief. 
We urge 
approval of Proposition 7 on the June 2 ballot.

Is it anarchy? 


WASHINGTON 
- The last of the lit­ 
ter is being cleaned up, the last of the 
stragglers have departed. It was a fam­ 
ous victory for peaceful — or relative­ 
ly peaceful — protest. 
But, like such 
victories 
in the past, the end result 
is as transitory as the shouted chants 
of the huge crowd on the Ellipse. 
What 
matters 
far 
more 
is 
the begin­ 
ning 
of a movement 
on 
the campuses to 
use 
the political pro­ 
cess 
to change the 
policy of the govern­ 
ment 
from war 
to 
^ 
' 
peace. 
Princeton 
tfc 
University started it 
Jk 
with 
the decision to 
grant all 
undergrad­ 
uates 
two weeks in 
October to go and work for congression­ 
al candidates. This does not mean that 
the semester will be shortened, since 
the term will begin 
in the fall a week 
earlier and a week will be taken off the 
Christmas vacation. 
The student body of Haverford 
Col­ 
lege, along with most of the faculty and 
service 
employes, 
came to Wash­ 
ington 
to try friendly persuasion with 
members of congress. They had even 
cut 
their hair 
and cleaned up to show 
that they were ready to work through 
the electoral process. The same signal 
is coming from other campuses around 
the country and, if these young people 
really 
mean business and do not lapse 
during the summer into the old cop-out 
attitude, 
they can help 
to work a 
change in both the atmosphere and the 
political 
stance of Washington before 
the country. 
This has come, it must be said, very 
late. 
The alienated young have stirred 
profound underlying prejudices in mid­ 
dle America. They have seemed bent 
on deliberately flouting the privileges 
of 
higher education. 
And for the 
middle mass for whom such privileges 
are out of reach 
this is an outrage. 
For many of the young copping-out 
has been a passive protest. Long hair, 
preferably dirty, bare feet, an indian 
head 
band, 
drugs — these have been 
limp 
symbols of rebellion. 
This has 
been a form 
of romantic rebellion, a 
way of breathing defiance that at times 
looks pretty infantiel, 
hardly 
more 
than exhibitionism. 
Most of these 
young could not say 
how they would change the system 
if 
they 
had it in their power to do so. 
There is, 
however, 
a small minority 
of activists bent on bringing the sys­ 
tem down. 
Insofar 
as they articulate 
their conviction, 
beyond the shouting 
of 
obscenities, they say 
bring it all 
down and then something better can be 
built in its place. 
They man the bomb 
factories. 
They try to turn every 
demonstration into violence. 
Perhaps 
the most 
charitable tag to 
apply to these 
activists 
is romantic 
anarchists. 
They are for destruction 
for destruction's sake. The likelihood 
is that they will destroy 
themselves 
first 
of all. An analogy out of the 
past 
suggests 
what the peril 
really 
is in 
the counterreaction that these 
wild romanticists are creating. 
In the early 
’30s the weak Weimer 
Republic in post-World War 1 Germany 
was beset by a variety of ills. The Com­ 
munists 
were out to destroy this fee­ 
ble government that had seen the mid­ 
dle 
class wiped 
out by ruinous infla­ 
tion. 
They were aided 
and abetted 
by wild - eyed 
young 
revolutionaries, 
who in manner and dress seem to have 
been 
definitely 
hippie types before 
hippie and yippie 
came into the voca­ 
bulary. 
You could hear them in their cellar 


rendevous predicting the revolution they 
were about to bring on. But, while they 
were boasting of what they would do on 
the barricades, the real revolution was 
being highly 
organized with the help of 
big money from German industrialists. 
Hitler and the Nazis were ready to take 
over. The young revolutionaries who did 
not flee the country were shortly in con­ 
centration camps or they were tortur­ 
ed to death in Nazi prisons. 
No one would for a moment suggest 
that this is where we are today. Yet, 
ominous signs make plain the polariza­ 
tion 
that is taking place and the deep 
currents of prejudice and hatred below 
the surface. 
The attack of the construction work­ 
ers, the hard hats, 
at high noon in 
Wall Street was the most 
ominous of 
these 
signs. 
Peaceful young demon­ 
strators 
against the war and in mem­ 
ory of the four Kent 
State dead were 
assaulted mercilessly by some 200 hard 
hats from 
nearby construction sites. 


At 
least 
70 persons 
were injured, 
some 
of them bystanders who tried 
to stop the assault. 
Trinity 
Church 
became a dressing 
station 
for the 
wounded, with the hard hats twice try­ 
ing to break into this refuge and to tear 
down the Episcopal 
flag which they 
apparently 
thought 
was a Viet Cong 
flag. 
So much is still unknown 
about the 
assault 
and the subsequent attempt to 
storm City Hall. How was it organiz­ 
ed? Who determined the timing? Was 
there a common ideological motive or 
was it simply 
a blind hitting - out at 
the long hairs? 
These questions deserve some ans­ 
wers. 
Above all, the romantic anar­ 
chists 
should be concerned about the 
answers. 
They are a tiny 
minority 
capable of generating not their kind of 
revolution but a violent counterrevolu­ 
tion of the right.

Goof on Carswell

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
In Florida, the St. Petersburg Tim es’ 
eountywide (Pinellas) poll giving Rep. 
William Cramer a 61 to 11 edge over 
G. Harrold Carswell for the U.S. Sen­ 
ate in strongly Republican territory in­ 
dicates a big botch by President Nix­ 
on’s political operatives here. 
Pine 11s 
Pinellas is, of course, C ram er’s home 
base. But it holds a 
fifth of Florida’s to­ 
tal GOP registration, 
and in actual voting 
tends to contribute 
more like a third of 
the total. 
, 
This poll, taken by 
telephone 
f r o m 
something under 300 
Republicans in Pinel­ 
las, is naturally only 
a first indicator. Yet 
C ram er’s strength there can hardly be 
doubted. 
Moreover, reliable analysts 
think he is almost equally well fixed 
in the state’s second, third and fourth 
place Republican strong points in Brow­ 
ard (Ft. Lauderdale\ Dade (Miami) and 
Brevard (Cape Kennedy) counties. 
Since the Florida primary is not un­ 
til Sept. 8, Carswell, Nixon’s defeated 
nominee for the U.S. Supreme Court, has 
a lot of time to draw in money, to get 
organized with the aid of his chief spon­ 
sors, Gov. Claude Kirk and Sen. Edward 
Gurney, and perhaps to build on the sym­ 
pathy he won southwide in the course 
of losing the court fight. 
On the other hand, the sympathy might 
now be at its peak. And his entry into 
the race has infuriated many established 
GOP figures who see him as Kirk’s 
prize lever in the governor’s long feud 
with Cramer over political power in 
Florida. 
No knowledgeable source has any doubt 
that Kirk and his agent, Robert Lee, 
his 1966 campaign manager, cooked up 
the arrangement to get Carswell into 
the fray because Kirk’s earlier planted 
Cramer opponent, Lt. Gov. Ray Osborne, 
was not cutting it. A March St. Peters­ 
burg Tim es’ poll showed Cramer beat­ 
ing Osborne, 65 to 21. 
Some key sources insist that Lee and 
others acting for Kirk decided early on 
to help the governor's renomination bid 
by stirring intraparty struggles and toss­ 
ing in primary opponents for some of his 
formidable posse of enemies. 


Not a bad tactic. Except that with the 
veteran, resourceful Cramer, it back­ 
fired. He induced Jack Eckerd, well - 
known druggist, to run against Kirk. And 
some polls have showed that race sur­ 
prisingly close, with a big undecided 
segment and Kirk never hitting the 50 
per cent mark. 
Carswell’s entry looked like a superb 
counterstroke, especially after Gurney, 
his court sponsor, was lured in on the 
theory that this was the way to vindi­ 
cate the judge, elevate Gurney in Nix­ 
on’s eyes, and damage, if not cut off, 
C ram er’s solid pipeline to the White 
House. 


rI o make the new scheme work, it was 
necessary for the Kirk forces, perhaps 
naively abetted by Gurney, to tell GOP 
National Chairman Rogers Morton and 
White House political aide Harry Dent 
that Cram er was in dire trouble from 
Osborne, that everything was fixed for 
the “ martyred” Carswell to take over if 
Osborne and Cramer would pull out. 
At this juncture, the President’s op­ 
eratives failed utterly. First, they had 
to know Nixon had given Cramer firm 
personal backing last July. Second, they 
should have known that any representa­ 
tions he was in primary trouble with Os­ 
borne were eyewash. 


They had a clear responsibility to in­ 
form the callers from Florida that Nix­ 
on’s commitment to Cram er was hold­ 
ing strong, that the tales they were 
telling did not square with earlier re­ 
ports, that at the very least the White 
House would have to check them out on 
its own, that if C ram er’s position had 
in any way deteriorated, the Kirk-Gur- 
ney people should be talking directly to 
the President. (He evidently was not 
contacted.) 
Dent is reported to have said to some 
politicians that he was “ mouse-trapped” 
by the Florida callers. Not likely, if he 
Knew his facts. Obviously both he and 
Morton said things to the callers which 
they could read as either open encourage­ 
ment or “ White House neutrality” and 
could convey that to Carswell, probably 
with flamboyant embellishment by Kirk. 
Whatever Morton and Dent said (and the 
guessing is Dent was the more openly en­ 
couraging) 
their hemming and hawing 
was fatal. Carswell announced the next 
day, helped down the garden path *by men 
here who should know better
